THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 

In our last Number we gave our readers a brief and necessarily 
hurried sketch of the ceremonial which, on Thursday, May 1, 
inaugurated the opening of the International Exhibition of 
1862, together with such reflective comment on the event as it 
primarily suggested. The topic, however, continues to occupy 
the public mind to the exclusion of almost every other, and, 
ample and varied as are the materials of thought which it 
supplies, we eagerly return to it for a more leisurely survey of 
the great social and moral truths it so copiously and vividly 
illustrates. 

That bright May Day will be hallowed henceforth in the 
memory of the thousands who were present at the opening cere- 
























































mony, and will be marked as a red-letter day in the calendar of 
millions who were absent. It dawned in sadness—it emerged 
into glorious sunshine, The skies, seemingly sympathising with 
the occasion, first wept, and then, hastily drying up their tears, 
broke out into radiant smiles of cheerfulness and triumph, Fit 
emblem of the whole proceeding, The illustrious dead claimed 
the first thought of every visitor who entered the building that 
morning, and was first mentioned in the address and the 
reply in which Industry and Art sought and received the 
recognition of Authority, A chastened sorrow clouded the 
assembly at the outset, and pensively expressed itself, Homage 
to the departed, sympathy with the absent—the departed Prince, 
the absent Queen—were spontaneously offered by every heart, 
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That duty solemnly performed, the mind felt itself freer to 
welcome with admiration and delight the visions of beauty and 
the strains of harmony which waited due appreciation... Who 
can adequately portray the glory of that scene? Who depict 
the sensations it excited? We will not hazard the attempt. 
Let it suffice to remark that, allowing for the sombre recollec- 
tions and painful reflections under which the ceremony of 
inauguration was performed, its success was worthy of the 
greatness of the occasion, and symbolised, we would fain believe, 
the bright future of the enterprise, 

It is easy enough for cynicism to place in a disparaging light 
the noblest embodiments of human genius, for to all the works 
of men there will necessarily attach something suggestive 
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of infirmity, It is possible to represent the International 
Exhibition of 1862, as one of our contemporaries has done, 
as “a gigantic joint-stock showroom,” and to brand it 
with the nickhame of “The Palace of Puffs.” The views 
men take of things are little else, oftentimes, than the 
projection of their own minds; and he whose disposition 
bids him search for grounds of depreciation, or a butt 
at which he may level the shafts of his own illnature, may find 
both the one and the other in objects which have been and are 
the pride of the world. Happily, however, he does not thereby 
alter either the character of those objects or the estimation in 
which they are commonly held. He does nothing but reveal 
himeelf, and reaps, as he richly deserves, the curse of Ham, th: 
son of Noah, It is mot requisite to protest aga‘nst this growl 
of low-minded dissatisfaction—universal feeling will do tha‘ 
quite sufficiently, The writer was very likely incapable of seeing 
any higher end in the exhibition than the sordid one of which 
he makes mention, and therein he forcibly reminds us of the 
Berkshire pig who “runn’d and holler’d all he know’d.” We 
Jeave the cynic to the satisfaction which his own sensations will 
minister to tim, awarding him only the credit to which he no 
doubt ‘aspires, of being both singular in his conception and bold 
in his utterance of it—a credit which he may share with the 
man who set fire to the Temple of Ephesus, 

‘Locking, then, at this magnificent International Exhibition in 
the ligkt of the high motives which originally suggested it, we 
see ‘in ét, first of all, arich and multiform display of that Sapreme 
‘Benéficence which overarches, if we may so express ourselves, 
the destinies of our race, Within a small compass, and under 
a-single roof, are collected and arranged the varied productions 
ef almost every clime under heaven which subserye in any 
‘manner the wants of men. This class of objects alone might 
furnish materials for inexhaustible study. The profusion with 
~which whatever may ‘contribute to huixsan sustenance, comfort, 
and ‘tafte, has been given—the adaptation of each object to 
meet some special need arising out of special conditions—the 
proportions in which they are distributed over the earth's sur- 
face, and the manner in which those proportions serve to liak 
together in mutual dependence the otherwise severed nations— 
the wondrous variety of invention which they illustrate—the 
no less wondrous diversities of desire and taste to which they 
address themselves—the modes in which art makes them service- 
able—the influenee they exert, as articles of food upm the 
bodily constitution, as articles of clothing upon the manners, 
as articles of construction upon social life and habits—surely, 
here alone is “ample room and verge enough” for elevating 
and profitable speculation, And let it be remembered that it 
is the bringing all these things together in one view that con- 
tributes so largely to stimulate, suggest, and direct men’s 
thonghts, It is less in the details than in the assemblage of 
them that the power to stir within us grateful and reverent 
reflections. dwells. It is a true microcosm, a world in miniatare, 
and he who cannot find in it abundant matter for loftiest 
thought is to-be pitied for his intellectual and moral nearsighted- 
ness, 

Turning now from the display of raw materials to that of 
mannfactures, can it be maintained, with even a decent sem- 
blance of reason, that it suggests no other, no higher lessons than 
such.as appeal to the lowest form of human selfishness? Is it 
true that no better use can be discovered in this multitudinous 
assemblage of man’s works than a “ gigantic advertisement ” ? 
Why, it is impossible for a thoughtful mind to see the simplest 
of Nature’s laws adapted to the working out of man’s designs 
without being sensible of that wise and all-pervading Goodness 
which bas placed within our reach such an infinity of forces, and 
euch a diversity of exquisitely-contrived mechanism, and which 
has endowed us with the skill and furnished us with the motives 
necessary to apply them to ou? own uses, Within the domain 
of Nature there ate processes in endless variety which, if we 
thorovghly comprehended, as by diligent investigation and study 
we may do at some future day, we might substitute them for 
the greater proportion of that unskilled or but half-skilled 
labour that exacts such terrible self-denial from the great 
majority of mankind. Most of the really hard work, much also 
of the most delicate and complicated work, needing to be done 
to better the condition of civilised man, might, were our know- 
ledge coextensive with the materials placed at our disposal, be 
performed for us by the untiring agency of inanimate forces, 
and so supersede the exhausting toil which is at present 
borne by human thews and muscles. The International 
Exhibition is a general comparison of notes as to how far this 
possibility bas as yet become realised; to what extent, in 
what particulars, to what uses, Nature has been compelled 
by Science and Art to yield up to man the laws and 
methods of her procedure, and in what ways and under 
what conditions she is willing to work under his guidance, and 

with a view to the fulfilment of his wishes. Is this comparison 
of notes so utterly unprofitable? Is it not, after all, the same. 
thing in kind as a central focus and record of philosophical 
transactions? Nay, has it not this superiority, that whereas the 
one displays and notes only the triumphs of science, the other 
shows the application of science to industrial art ? 

In many instances, moreover, we not only learn what may be 
done for our daily comfort, our social enjoyment, the ease, ele- 
gance, and prolongation of our lives by the substitation of 
inanimate for animate agency, but we may see such agency in 
actual employment, and follow it in all the processes by which it 
converts the raw material into the finished fabric, The depart- 
ment of the International Exhibition allotted to “ machinery in 

motion” is as fall of instruction as it is of interest. No one can 
visit it without feeling sensible of the force of Bacon’s aphorism, 
“ Knowlege is power,” without taking a broader view of human 
destiny, without quickening and expanding his hopes of the 
future, To say nothing of the salutary impression which the 
display must perforce make upon the minds of the Upper 
Ten Thousand, there are hundreds of thousands of honest and 








eager workpeople who will survey with incalculable satisfaction 
and advantage these d:versified contrivances for economising 
human labour and for making fire and water do so considerable 
a part of the dradgery of the wo:ld. He who would learn the 
infinite superiority of intelligenc> over brute strength—and how 
many there are who still need t» be taught that lesson !—needs 
but to walk through that annexe to be at once thoroughly con- 
vinced and deeply impresse?, Does any one imagine that our 
working people, and especia ly such of them as are conversant 
only with manual toil or horse labour, will visit this exhibition 
and return to their daily occup:tions with minds as stolid, as 
uninquisitive, as contentedly ignorant as before? Are we really 
entitled to conclude that the tum, the quality, the activity, and 
the direction of national intelligence are left utterly unaffected 
and unimproved by what is brought under its cognisance in these 
International Exhibitions? 

We will not dwell just now upon the aspiration of the late 
Prince Consort in reference to the Exhibition of 1851 that it 
might “ strengthen the bonds of peace and friendship arong all 
nations of the earth.” We know how that hope was rudely dis- 
appointed, at least to outward seeming. But, surely, close inter- 
course, friendly emulation, a mutual communication and par- 
ticipation of benefits, pleasures enjoyed in common, knowledge 
imparted by each to all, must be as humanising, in the long run, 
to nations in their relationship to each other as to individuals, 
We may expect too much from such a source ; we may expect 
it too soon ; we have had our corrective lesson, and no doubt it 
will teach us to moderate our hopes, But who shall say that 
we ought to expect nothing as the result of these influences? 
Who can believe that nations do not become more and more 
averse to hostilities with each other in proportion as they become 
acquainted with each other's excellences? At any rate, the 
influx of foreigners—most of them cultivated and intelligent— 
amongst us tends to our advantage by dissipating somewhat of 
our insular prejudice, and teaching us that we do not enjoy a 
close monopoly of intellect and virtue, The beneficial teaching 


of the International Exhibition on this head alone, even if it | 


yielded no other instruction, should commend it to our warmest 
approval and sympathy. We have given some reasons for 
wishing the enterprise godspeed. If need were, and spac: and 
patience permitted, we might multiply them iadefinitely.

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Are we to see in the readiness with which Mr, Walpole accepted 
the Government compromise on the education question another 
evidence that it is felt that this Session is not one for work, or 
are we to take the other view, and consider that the Opposition 
has gained so complete a victory in substance that they make 
a bridge of gold fora flying enemy? In either case the result 
is the same, so far as debating is concerned, Mr, Walpole and 
other members on his side have complimented the Government 
for the conciliatory spirit which has dictated the revision of the 
revised code, and Lord Palmerston’s intimation that he 

should not give another night for the debate was quite 
needless, The battle is, to all appearance, over; and the only 
real engagement was between the supporters of Mr. Walter, who 
proposed that schools in which uncertificated teachers taught 
should be aided, and his antagonists, who scarcely gained a 
victory. Such teachers would be very useful under certain 
circumstances, and the rejection of the proposal was undesirable, 
We firmly believe that very few who talk, and perhaps not very 
many who write, upon this question would like to pass a com- 
petitive examination init ; and the defeat of Mr. Lowe’s plan 
has been obtained by a pressure from without on the part of 
those actively interested in the subject, The House of Lords 
has passed the four conveyancing reform bills which were 
most approved of by the Committee ; and it now remains to be 
seen whether a certain interest, which is terribly potent with the 
House of Commons, although existing outside the House, and 
chiefly in offices in the country, will be strong enough to destroy 

meacures having for their object the reduction of the extor- 

tionate profits made by conveyancing. One other subject has 
roused the Legislature into momentary attention, Our Consul 
at Seville has been compelled by the Spanish authorities to 
forego private Protestant worship in his own house, Upon this 
piece of tyrannical bigotry Lord Palmerston has engaged to 
“take action;” and it will be held, we imagine, even by the most 
Ultramontane advocates of Popery, that interference with a 
man’s domestic altar is going somewhat far. Of course, it will 
be replied, that the Consul was proselytising, to which he will 
no doubt be prepared with an answer. Spain should contribute 
to the International Exhibition a theological gag and handcuffs, 

General M‘Clellan had not taken Yorktown at the last 
advices, but had made an apparently weak attack, which had 
been attended with no result except the deaths of many brave 
men, His position does not appear to be an enviable one, It 
is stated, however, that his avowed enemy, Mr, Stanton, had 
been compelled by the President to succumb, and that General 
M‘Clellan was to have all the reinforcements that he required. 
So far as we can judge, he seems to have done as we did in the 
Crimea—namely, allowed the enemy to choose his own ground, 
and that the very strongest that exists, and there to fight the 
great duel, The battle of Pittsburg, which is called by the 
South the battle of Shiloh, is no longer claimed as a victory 
by the North, and may be regarded as one of the heaviest 
items to the credit of the Confederates, We do not perceive much 
worth setting down in the rumours and probabilities of encounters, 
and no movement or action of importance is recorded, Mean- 
time, the liberating process is slowly, but it would seem 
effectually, proceeding ; and those in the districts that are to be 
dealt with who think their slaves worth more than £60 are said 
to be moving away with those articles of commerce, The visit 
of M. Mercier to Richmond has given rise to much discussion, 
‘and those who know nothing about it affirm with laudable con- 
fidence that the Emperor of the French desires to make peace in 
order to the concluding a treaty by which the Americans and 
the French shall unite for an attack on England. But the 
report does not seem to find much credence, and as a sensation 
parsgraph the statement is voted stupid. 

The magnificent reception which has been given by Naples to 
the King of Italy is very gratifying, not so much on its own 
account, though it is a healthy sign, but as the most complete 
overthrow of all the mendacious allegations that the brigand 


spirit was not confined to the priests and the thieves, The whole 
people of Naples, high and low, have testified their welcome 
to the representative of liberty, and never in honour of the 
expelled tyrants was so splendid a demonstration made as that 
which has met Victor Emmanuel wherever he has gone, The 
wisdom which suggested his progress through Naples deserves 
bonour, and in the maledictions of those who are also cursing 
Lord Palmerston and Mr, Gladstone for their Italian speeches 
that honour will befound, The Pope is said to have obtained the 
sanction of the Cardinals to his nomination of a successor, when 
his Holiness ehall have suffered enough, and Cardinal de Angelis, 
the Archbishop of Parma, is selected. His antecedents are 
unfavourable, but the time may be at hand when such a con- 
sideration shall be of small importance, 

The state of the health of King Leopold cannot be adverted 
to without regret. He has again undergone a surgical operation, 
and at his Majesty's advanced age such things are not lightly 
endured, The Prince Royal has been recalled from Seville, It was 
understood that the melancholy event of December had inflicted 
a severe shock upon the King, and its results, in combination 
with a painful disorder, are much to be apprehended. The life 
of a good and true friend of our Queen is in peril, 

There is not much else in domestic or foreign news to draw 
the attention either of ourselves or our visitors away from the 
Domes, The discussion whether General Goyon's recall from 
Rome means a defeat to the priest party or not occupies Parisian 
society, and it is said that the Empress so regards it and is dis- 

Where that very beautiful, and graceful, and amiable 
lady so studied the politics of Europe as to be recognised as an 
authority to be consulted thereon her confessor only knows ; but, 
while one would yield the most abject and servile obedience to 
her lightest hint touching a bonnet, one would scarcely be inclined, 
in the absence of information as to her political abilities, to justify 
even her illustrious husband in permitting her to be a power 
in the State. 

The two Parliamentary vacancies have been filled up. The oppo- 
sition to Mr, Doulton, in Lambeth, was perfectly idle, he having 
had it all hisown way, winning by some 5000 over his antagonists, 
Mr, Sleigh observes that 18,000 electors remained unpolled, and 
proposes a new edict, by which any elector who does not come 
to the poll and declare either his vote or his neutrality shall be 
liable to fine, The idea is, of course, not one to be entertained 
with gravity ; yet those who say that the franchise is a trast 
ought, in consistency, to givethe cestui que trust the power of en- 
forcing its execution. The eloquent Mr, Fox, of Oldham, has beea 
succeeded by Mr. Hibbert, of whom we know only that he was 
beaten by Mr. Cobbett at the last election, But electioneering 
matters are taken rather easily just now, for reasons which 
politicians “who see through all things with their half-shut 
eyes” affect to explain in a way that cannot be altogether 
satisfactory to any member whose seat has cost him much in 
money.

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FINE ARTS, 
THE EXHIBITION OF THE ROYAL ACADEMY. 
‘THE scarcity of the rumours which reached us of pictures preparing 
for the Royal Academy this year was rather a discouraging symptom, 
but we are happy to say that the exhibition does not fall oe its 
usual level, particularly in merit of a more technical kind. There is 
no one work which will be so general a topic of conversation this 
season as Mr, Ward’s “ Antechamber at tehall” and Mr. Faed’s 
pathetic picture, ‘‘ From Dawn to Sunset,” of last year. The greatest 
artistic achievements completed in the year are elsewhere—Mr, Maclise’s 
“Interview between Wellington and Blucher” at the House of Lords, 
and Mr, Frith’s “ Railway Station” in the Haymarket, There is, 
however, at Trafalgar-square an unusually large number of works by 
comparatively unknown men, which lend a very novel effect to this 
year's coliection, In one respect, nevertheless, this exhibition is neither 
80 satisfactory nor hopeful as should be desired, Thereis a very small 
Jeaven of invention, few original thoughts, little eievat ion of aim, few 
traces of reading, bardly one work which can pretend to national 
interest or importance, and few that can claim an educational influence. 
These desiderata we must always keep in view when reviewing our first 
national exhibition, and we must say that we cannot see evidence t hat 
all the academicians themselves are alive to the a 
in this year of international rivalry, of elevating the er of 
Britieh at, The actual works of some of their number certainly con- 
tain little such evidence; nor can we see even in the han of the 
ictures this year any particular recognition of the claims of mind—of 
invention, poetical feeling, or elevation of subject—as well as of those 
of mere manual ekill and workmanlike dexterity. Good intentions 
are, it is true, chown by the placing of the works of some men not 
among the “ fortunate urty” prominent situations; but no really 
intelligent system of selection seems to have been followed. In fact, 
the educational function of the Academy appears to be very imper- 
fectly carried out in every direction, not only in those we have just 
indicated, but in the regulations of the constitution of that body and 
other arrangements over which it has no control, such as the want of 
space and the necessity of closing the schools during nearly half the 
year, in order to make room for the annual exhibition, It is quite 
time tbat such an inquiry should be instituted as it is understood Lord 
Elch6 is about to move in the House of Commons, and we trast it will 
be productive of a radical improvement, We know that the most 
eminent members of the Academy are themselves most anxious for 
public inquiry.

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THE PRINCE OF WALES IN EGYPT. 


THE visit of the heir apparent of the British throne, the representative 
of one of the most energetic races of the living present, to a land 
abounding with mighty memorials of the long-buried past is so full of 
interest, and so strangely, even sadly, suggestive, as the mind perforce 
lances to the future, that no apology is needed for a recurrence to the 
eme, Or, should some excuse be thought necessary, it will be found 
in the Illustrations which, through the courtesy of a gentleman 
attached to the Prince’s suite, we are enabled to give of some incidents 
connected with the visit of his Royal Highness to Egypt. Mr, 
Frederick George, the gentleman to whom we are thus indebted, gives 
the following narrative of the Prince’s sojourn in Egypt, beginning 
with the arrival of his Royal Highness in Cairo:— _ 

“On the arrival of the train at Kasr-el-Nil the Viceroy descended 
the steps of the palace and advanced towards the Prince of Wales, 
After the interchange of compliments between the Prince and the 
Viceroy, they entered the palace, followed by the suite, Pipes and 
coffee were served in the splendid audience chamber, and after a 
lengthened conversation the Prince took his leave and proceeded to the 
palace provided for him by the Viceroy. His = Hig ness the Prince 
of Wales was attended by the Consul-General Mr. Colquhoun, Major- 
General Bruce,* Colonel Keppel, Major Teesdale, Captain Bower, the 
Hon. Mr. Mead, the Rev. Canon Stanley, and Dr. Winter. With the 
Viceroy there were, besides the several Ministers and heads of depart- 
ments, the three Princes—namely, Somail, Mustafa, and Halim Pachas, 

“The arrangements made by his Highness Said Pacha, the Viceroy 
of Egypt—whose hospitality is notorious—for the reception of his 
distinguished visitor in a manner befitting his rank were upon the most 
generous scale, A fcommodious palace— Kasr el Nouser ’—pleasantly 
situated on the Shoubra road, was placed at the disposal of the yee 
as well as two of the Viceroy’s State river steamers, one of which 
in tow a saloon barge for the Prince’s private use, and the other took 
up Mr. Colquhoun’s (the Consul-General) dahabith.
